General Around Here 


Cutting is now general in this dis- 
trict and although the crop will be con- 
siderably below an uverage crop it 
will be much better than was antici- 
pated a month ago. The heavy rains 
in July made a vast improvement in 
conditions and as a ‘result a number 
of farmers will have an average of 10 
or 12 bushels to the acre, In some 
cases summer fallow will go from 20 
to 25 bushels to the acre and in al) 
eases considerably better than seed for 
next year will be secured. 

On the whole conditions are better 
than was looked for at the end of 
June. A great improvement is also | 
noticed in potatoes, garden, stuff and 
pastures, Although considerable 
ground has to be covered to get a load 
of hay it is surprising how much is 
being gathered in. There will, how- 
ever, not b enough for those who have 
much sopck io winter them. through 
but those have alresdy made arrange- 
rents to get in a supply from he 
uorthern part of the province.
